White Teacher 
in Negro 
School Charge 


LITTLE ROCK (Special) .— A 


white teacher on the faculty 
ol 


Philander Smith college, Negro in 
stifution supported by the Metho- 
dist church, will go on trial in fed- 
c-ial District Court at Dayton, 0., 
Monday on a charge of "contempt 
of Congress." 


Dr. Lee Lorch, head of the math- 


ematics department of the Little 
Rock Negro college, refused to tell 
the House Un-American Activities 
Committee in September 1954 whe- 
ther he was a member of the Com- 
munist Party in 1941. 


At the committee hearing, held 


in Dayton, he testified he was not 
at-that time a member of the Com- 
munist Party. His appearance in 
response to a subpoena followed an 
attempt by him to have his daugh- 
ter enrolled in the fourth grade of 
a Negro school at Nashville, Ten. 


Dr. Lorch was head of the Fisk 


University 
mathematics 
depart- 


ment. Fisk is a Negro school. A 
majority of its trustees are white, 
Dr. Lorch said. He blames them 
i'or his ouster at Fisk, which also 
was as equal to his effort to trans- 
fer his child 
to a Negro public 


school. 


While a resident 
of Nashville, 


Dr. Lorch was vice president of the 
Tennessee chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. Philander Smith 
College employed him in Septem- 
ber 1955. 


He joined the Fisk faculty after 


having been discharged by Penn- 
sylvania State College. Dismissal 
came that time after he had in- 
vited a Negro couple to occupy an 
apartment rented by Dr. Lorch in 
a color-restricted housing project. 
That controversy took place in 1949, 
not long after City College of New 
York dropped him from its staff. 


The Lorch 
family 
occupies a 


cottage at 1801 High Street, in a 
Negro neighborhood.
